REBUILDING 


Critics pointed out that the 
由 _plan's basic concept was to 
rebuild most of Chinatown，and 
the reasons Underlying this 
coOncept -- SuUch as the poor 
conditions of the existing 
housing。， and the 
earthquake damages -- are 
"dangerous pretexts”" which may 
result in the complete change of 
Chinatown?s nature. 
Using aa Chinese idiom 
:hangin8g out a sheep's head to 
Sell off dogs” meat,”Rose Pak， 
honorary president of the 
Chinese Chamber of Commerce， 
criticized the inconsistency 
between the plan'"s plausible 
ives and the policies and 
implementing measures for each 
Specific undertaking.

"Chinatown is a_ place 
where the new immigrants could 
start their life for the first four 
to five years before they could 
merge into the American 
mainstream. It is also a place 
where the Chinese elderly could 
come back to stay as they may 
prefer,"” she said. 

Another critic pointed out that 
if a _ potential earthquake can be 
used as a reason for rebuilding， 
probably most of Chinatown 
Should be torn down. 


RESIDENTIAEL 


Dick Wong，architect and a 
board member of the Six 
Companies，has estimated that 
the housing increase proposed by 
th is 


plan was 065 percent 
reSsidential - and 35 percent 
commercial. 


He explained that the _ reason 
the plan changed some C-2 areas 
(commercial -and residential 
mixed) into RC-4 areas (limiting 
commercial Space to only the 
ground floor, Tike the Tenderloin 
housing), wa3as -to-encourage more 
residential housing. 

-He Said the fact that_ the 
probable floor area ratio (FEAR) 
in _ the plan is lower than the 


maximum 上 FAR in several 
instances， was intended to 
"accommodate the _ maximum 


amount Of housing units on the 
development site." 

However，Some critics do not 
agree . A city official who does 
not want her name revealed, told 
E/W that the overall develop- 
ment proposed in this plan 
would increase commercial Space 
by 70 percent as contrasted with 
30 percent for residential. 

"Just to what degree Should 
Chinatown be developed com- 
mercialliy?” asked Henry Der， 
excecutive director of Chinese 
for Affirmative Action. "What 


we need is a_ balanced complex- 


mix ”of residential housing， 
commercial Space， community 
services， _ educational and 
cultural facilities， historic 
landmarks， and tourcist 
attractions、 There'Ss no easy 
anSswer to it,”he said. 

Der Stressed that the most 
important thing to look at a 
plan is the impact on those who 
work and 1live in Chinatown. 
They are the 1low-income 
families，the _ elderly and the 
poor，he Said. 

He holds that whenever there 
is a new development，the cost 
has to _ be translated into the 
rent to be met by the renters. 
"Can these three groups of 
people meet that cost?" he asked. 


RELOCATION 


Alton Chinn，steering com- 
mittee member of the China- 
town Coalition for Better 
Housing，holds a view Similar to 
Der's about new development. 
He said Chinatown has 1ost 
about 1,700 housing units during 


the 1970s through new develop- 
ment which converted residen- 
tial hotels into offices. 

"Now we believe in replace- 
ment housing，one for one，asS 
distinguished from relocation 
Subsidies,”he Said. 

Both Chinn and Pak criticized 
the plan for not mentioning 
replacement at all， They hold 
that relocation offers no 
asSSurance that the displaced 
tenants will be housed without 
rent hikes and fear of further 


displacement. Replacement 
housing also benefits the 
community as aa whole by 


preServing the existing housing 
Stock, they Said. 


A favorable comment about the 


plan was directed to the idea of 
street wall helght limit，set at 36 
to 75 feet according to the street 
width，with setback require- 
ments on the upper parts of a 
building.， Some critics Said the 


idea was 8good in that it 
provided a design pattern of 
highrises to permit certain 
amounts of sunlight on the 


narrow Streets of Chinatown. 

On the other hand，the plan 
DUZzled ithei scritics by 一 :its 
proposed height 1limits for new 
buildings: the_ maximum height 
for the Chinatown core remained 
65 to 160 feet，which would turn 


the area into 3a "canyon"” or "a 
bunch of toothpicks." 
"That's what 工 meant by 


“hanging out a sheep's head to 
Sell off- dog'Ss meat, ”Said Pak、 


pointing out that the plan 
mentioned respecting Proposition 
必 -- a city ordinance to preserve 
Sunlight on public parks -- but 
ran counter to it. 

TRANSIT ISSUES 


HaroldeeecsprcesidemtcOk 
Asian，Inc.，said that the plan 
did not address the problems of 
parking Space Shortage，or the 
improvement of truck loading 
and unloading operations and 
vehicle flow， 

"The plan begs the problem by 
relating it Solely to the needs of 
the Chinatown residents,” he 
told E/W. “In fact the China- 
town parking and transit pro- 
blems are mainlvy caused by 
automobiljes  _ from outside 
Chinatown and outside SF,”he 
Said， adding that the new 
developments of Miriwa Center，

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Minority Leaders Rally 
To Relnstate Alioto

SAN FRANCISCO - Minority 
leaders met at a preSss conference 
Monday to demand that.school 
Superintendent Robert Alioto be 
reinstated. They met to rally 
Support from the community， 
and Sald that Alioto"s forced 
reslignation was aa "political 
power play” possibly motivated 
by racism. 

School board members Sodonia 
Wilson and Richard Cerbatos 
called the press cOnference with 
the Support of co-member Ben 
Tom who is in Los Angeles. 

The School board voted,， 4-3,， on 
July 24 to force Alioto?s 
reSlignation. He will receive 
$88,000 a year for the next two 
years until his contract is over， 
and will also _ receive benefits 
and possible raises. Carlos 
Cornejo，56，was named interim 
Superintendent last week. 

Alioto Supporters on the board 
are Tom who is Chinese，Wilson 
who is black，and Cerbatos who 
is FEilipino.、 Opponents are board 
president Myra Kopf，Libby 
Denebelim，JoAnne Miller，and 
Rosario Anaya:. Anaya，3a His- 
panic，is the only minority 
member who opposes Alioto. 


STATEMENT 


In their， press statement， 
Cerbatos Said, "We believe that 
the action taken by the board 
was improper， 3aSs the four 
members of the board did not 
consult with us，the minority 
members， who represent 85 
percent of the district's (67,000) 
Student population." 

Asked if the exclusion of the 
three minority board members 
was racially motivated，Cerbatos 
Said，"I can only Suggest that 
there is that possibility， The 
action is SO avert. We are what 
we are，and we were the ex- 


cluded people" 
Wilson said that the four 
members who :opposed Alioto 


may _ have violated-the Ralph M. 
Brown Act which requjires meet- 
ingS be made public if the 
majority of a board meets. She 
said Kopf informed the minority 
members on July 24 that the 
other four members had met to 
discuss the ouster，and that 
Kopf had also talked with the 
Alioto opponents on the phone. 

Civil Service Commissioner 
Loulis Hop Lee is an attorney 
and Said that，if the four had 
indeed met，it was a violation of 
the Brown Act. 

ASs Alioto will be paid his 
Salary for the next twO Years， 
Wilson said that his removal was 
a "mlsuse of bublic funds.” She 
Said "it doesn't make Sense to 
have 3a person be on the payroll 
for the next two years and not 
utillze his Services，particularly 
when we"re in dire need of his 


SerVices." LADEN 


The Rev.， Amos Brown，SF 
Community College board mem- 
ber，said that the SF school 
board was "laden with sick 
power players,” and that the 
forced resignation was 3a result 
Of "unnecessary and undue 
meddling." 

He added that "if Mr. Alioto is 
not reinstated，my community 
[black] will not be in school this 
fall.” He said that he led a 
Successful boycott about eight 
years 3a8o0 to integrate the 
Schools. 

Asked if the idea of a boycott 
appealed to him，Lee Said，"Yes， 
of course.”"” He said the ouster 
was a "grievous error” and "very 
shoddy practice.” He added that 
he thought that the Chinese 
community would oppose Ali- 
oto"s removal. 

Cerbatos asked members of the 


community, to0 question， "Why 
were _ we，the minority members 
not consulted? Why was the 
minority leadership of the_ city 
not consulted? What will be the 
effect of this decision on the 
education .Of the minority 
children of this city?" 


IMPROVED 


Cerbatos said that in Alioto'S 
ten years 3aS Superintendent， 
"ouUr Students” test Scores have 
improved remarkably and scores 
rank among the highest in the 
state for a large city School 
district. Our enrollment is 
increasing and our fiscal 
Situation is SOund." 

He said that Alioto's removal 
"was 3a political power play to 
control thlis district and was not 
based on what 1S good for the 
children.”

1-Hotel Project Must Be Saved 


The new construction proposal for the aemolished International 
Hotel in the heart of Chinatown appears，once again，to be 
heading for more delays and possible demise. The latest mishap is 
yet another painful reminder of how weak the Chinese American 
community is politically in San_ Francisco and how promises to the 
Chinese American community could be easily_reneged in favor of 
political expediency. 

Readers will recall the fanfare accompanying the Signing of a 
"Memorandum of Understanding"” in July last year in the Mayor's 、 
Office.， According to the agreement Signed by Mayor Dianne 
Feinstein， the Four Seas Investment Corporation and the Board of 
Supervisors'Ss mandated Citizens Advisory Committee on the 
I-Hotel Block，the construction of a 12-story tower at the 
Columbus Site with all market-rate offices and a Second tower of 
five stories of offices and seven floors of low-income elderly 
housing would begln Shortly on the long vacant hole bounded by 
Jackson，Washington，Kearny and Columbus Streets as a result of 
the demolition of the hotel in 1979, following nearly ten years of 
political turmoil，untold sufferings and litigation. 

During the Signing ceremony,the Mayor declared then，"This is 
the type Of press conference that makes being mayor very 
worthwhile: in all my SiIX years of press conferences，this .one 
Imeans 3 great，8great deal，if not the most，to me.” In the 
agreement，the city agreed to Support a variance in the height 
allowed for the buildings on the I-Hotel site. 

Exactly a _ year later，the community finds the project heading 
for Uncertain future，if not certain death. In approving the 
So-called Downtown Plan which would 1limit the office building 
Space to 950,000 sq. ft，per year，City Planning Director Dean 
Macris，Planning_ Commission and the Board of Supervisors 
decided arbitrarily that the I-Hotel project，which includes about 
180,000 sq. ft of office Space，is expendable and therefore， 
UDworthy of inclusion either in the annual quota for new office 
Space or among those projects to be exempted from the plan. Less 
urgent，but equally important is whether the partial shadow on 
Portsmouth Square from the proposed buildings constitutes 3 
"Significant” violation of the "Sunshine"” initiative approved by 
voters last year. So far the Plannling Department has Shown very 
little or no interest in working out these pIoblems in order for the 
TI- Hotel project to move forward. 

We think both obstacles are not insurmountable.， What we need 
js some demonstration of interest in the project from the city and 
a _ determination to fulfill the promises made last year， IThe 
Chinese American community has every right to hold the Planning 
Commission，Board of Supervisors and tiie Mayor accountable and 
this is the time to call on them， 


School District Heading for Troubles 


Thbe abrupt resignation of Superintendent Robert Alioto last 
week, under the threat of dismissal by the bare majority of the SE 
Board of Education， has to be a cause of widespread public alarm 
over the future of public education in San Erancisco. 

What makes this forced resignation unique in the annals of 
urban education and highly irregular is the fact that Alioto was 
not accused of mismanagement，incompetence or any wIOongdoing， 
In fact he has been uniformly praised by his Supporters and 
opponents alike for turning one of the worst in _ California into 
one of the nation's best urban School districts， He has also been 
credited with guiding the district throusgh the financial 
devastation of post Proposition 13 years of declining revenue and 
with successfully implementing programs of integration，bilingual 
education and affirmative action in a district. made up of 85 
percent minority students. 

We therefore find the forced resignation alarming. We are not 
suggesting that the Superintendent is perfect. But in light of 
reported backroom political intrigues and manetvers led by board 
president Myra Kopf and board member Rosario Anaya who held 
the eagerly Sought Swing vote，we too came to the conclusion as 
the three minority board members (Ben Tom，Richard Cerbatos 
and Sodonia Wilson): that Aliotoxs ouster was raclially motivated 
and the consequences of his departure will prove detrimental to 
the educational interests and gains of the minority students. 

Not only are we concerned about the stability and integrity of 
the School district，we are also most apprehensive over the future 
of existing programs of integration， bilingual education and 
affirmative action. In particular，we have reasons to WOITyY Over 
what will happen to the district's bilingual education program 
mandated by the US Supreme Court following the Lau v. Nichols 
decision and how personnel changes in these programs will affect 
the quality of education，Last but not least，we must wonder 讶 
the affirmative action program initiated by Alioto and his top 
Staff will be dismantled and whether the Asian American school 
administrators，promoted during the Alioto era， Such as Associated 
Superintendent Carol Choye and Personnel Director Albert Cheng， 
to mention a few，will become victims of Similar intrigtes. 

East/West will continue to monitor amd report the_ activities in 
the School district in months and years to come，For the sake of 
our children，we urge our readers arid community organizations to 
join us in our effort to make our elected school board members 
Tesponsive and accountable，and in the process， help prevent the 
School district from degenerating into "an embarrassment" to the 


California Superintendent of Public Instruction as it was before 
Alioto's tenure.

"The goals that a plan Should 
address at least include the 


improvement of Chinatowna 
Streets，parks and transit; the 
creation of affordable housing; 
the replacement housing; the 
preservation Of open space and 


sunlight; the preservation of 
neighborhood businesses- and 
community centers; and the 


preservation of the Scale and 
character of Chinatown as 3 
residential village,”commented 
Alton Chinn，1implying that the 
said plan leave much .to be 
desired. 

To indicate that there are also 
factual errors in the plan，such 
as the statement that "there has 
been no new housing built in 
Chinatown Since the Mandarin 
Towers on Stockton was com- 
pleted in 1970,”Chinn provided 
E/W with a list of 16 projects in 
the last two years which were 
either built，under construction， 
or proposed in and around 
Chinatowan. 

Pak pointed out the well- 
known development of Mei Lun 
Yuen after the Mandarin 
TowersS. 


DEEPER STUDY 


Wong explained that the plan 
was to provide 3a ground for 
discussion，which aimed at a 
deeper Study on Chinatowan 
1SSues. "The essence 0f the plan 
is to encourage more housing， 
while leaving the developers 
some leeway to choose，One 
should read the plan more 
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carefully than just skimming,” 
he said. 冤 

"The _ purpose of the plan is to 
lay down some ground rules and 
set UP a clear framework for 
project review，sS0 .that each 
individual proposal will not 
have to go through two to three 
years of hearings and red tape,” 
said Eranklin Fung，Ppresident 
of the Six Companies. 


"Chinatown is old，wtith 250 
housing units breaking and a lot 
more poorly maintained. Without 
rebuilding and rehabilitating， 
Chinatown will be gone,” he 
warned. 

"But who will fund: the rehabi- 
litation? The plan Shows no 
requirement for developers to be 
reSponsible,”said a city official. 

Henry Der Suggested that the 
community look at the role of 
family associations in assisting 
the _ maintenance of affordable 
housing in Chinatown. "Because 
they were designed to look after 
the lowest common denomina- 
tor,”he said. 

"We know that there is not 
only one plan，not only， one 
view. Our job is to sort all these 
out and come Up with a Tecom- 
mendation on rezoning for 
Chinatown;,”said Dean Macris， 
executive director of the 
Department of City Planning. 
He told E/W that he planned to 
meet with the Six Companies 
Sometime in mid-August. 

At the Six Companies， 
monthly meeting on July 2$，i 
was decided that a Chinese 
translation of the proposed plan 
will be completed and 
distributed to all concerned 
groups or individuals in the 
Chinese _ community before the 
Aug. 24 -public discussion. 
Every community member is 
invited to air his or her opinion.

MURDER 


Using the murder of Chinese 
American journalist Henry Liu 
ilast year as a starting point,，the 
program demonstrated how the 
IIDurder is part of a pattern of 
the Taiwan government"s Spy 
lactivities and Surveillance of the 
Chinese American community， 
the Chinese college_ students in 
IIAmerican _ universities and 
coljeges, and the US government. 
Admiral Wang Hsi-ling，former 
head of Taiwan's military 
fintelligence and military attache 
of the Taiwan embassy， was 
Mrecently convicted in Taiwan for 
lorderin8g the murder of Henry 
LULiu， He is linked to the 1979 
iobtaining and leaking of a 
top-secret US war contingency 
plan, "Swing Shift,”which called 
for the US to withdraw its 
Itroops from Asia，leaving Japan 
and China exposed，in the event 
of a Soviet invasion of Europe. 
Iaiwan leaked the plan to the 
press，according to the do- 
cumentary，in order to under- 
mine the growing ties between 
fthe US and China by showing 
China that the US was not a 
人 reliable ally. 
leIhe program derived most of 
litS key information from US 
government Sources and from 
linterviews with former govern- 
ment officials and community 
Leaders. Only the Taiwan 
lgovernment was not represented 
， 记 the program. 

Stephen Talbot，producer and 
writer of the program，Said， 
"Despite our repeated requests 
,for interviews， Taiwanese 
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officials refused to talk to us on 
camera Or off about the Henry 
Liu case.” 


SPIES 


The most sensational re- 
velations came from two former 
Taiwan 8overnment officials -- 
William Chong，a former naval 
intelligence officer who worked 
as a Spy for more than a decade， 
including assignments overseas 
in the 1960's，and a former 
high-ranking Taiwan diplomat 
who appeared in the program 
without revealing his identity. 

Chon8g said that the Taiwan 
Sovernrment has "Spies all over 
the place and they make secret 
report.” Such -a report in 
Taiwan can result in arrest and 
death without trial. As ex- 
amples，he cited the killings of 
Several of his classmates in the 
Naval Academy who were Sus- 
pected of treason.，On US 
campuses，the Taiwanese agents， 
called ”professional students,” 
SpyY on other Chinese American 
students. 

According to a classified US 
Senate Staff report of 1979， the 
CIA estimated that there were 
45 full-time Taiwan intelligence 
agents operating in the US. In 
addition， there are Several 


thousand part-time informants. 


According to the ex-diplomat， 


Taiwan intelligence agents 
"routinely pose as diplomats in 
foreign embassies and con- 


sulates,” especially in the US. 


WHO KILLED LIU? 


Asked if he thought that 
Admiral Wang HSsi-ling would 
have acted ,on his own (in the 
murder of Henry Liu)?” Chong 
answered，"No.， Admiral Wang 
HSsi-ling .was not acting on hils 
Own 

The ex-diplomat was even mOre 
Specific: "The one who can make 
decisions is the master of the 
house，the master of the family. 
I think only Chiang Ching-kuo 
makes these kinds of decisions. 
[He is] the president of Taiwan， 
also the dictator and the master 
of the Chiang family,” 


The documentary also des- 
cribed how the FBI in 1974-75 


，broke up a conspiracy by Tai- 


wan agents to illegally obtain 
US submarine torpedoes.， Appar- 
ently Taiwan agents had offered 
$3 million to the Mafia in return 
for 30 torpedoes stolen from the 
US Navy. IThese agents were 
caught red-handed in the US. 
But the US Department of State， 
anxious to avoid a diplomatic 
break with Taiwan，persuaded 
President Ford not to prosecute， 
and to hush up the whole affair. 
President Ford did file a private 
complaint with the Taiwan 
government，but n0 One waS ever 
prosecuted. 

During the late 1970'$，the 
Taiwan government waSs Secretly 
funding political opposition to 


: ，Carter's _ recognition of China， 


The Carter administration was 
SO upset that it privately added 
Taiwan to a list of hostile 
intelligence Services. 

In 1979 about aa thousand 
people gathered in SF China- 
town to celebrate President 
Carter's recognition of Peking. 
This outraged 1local 玫 MT sup- 
porters， who tore down the 


Talwan Spies on Chinese Americans and

celebrants” banner and burned it. 
When they tried to attack the 
rally，police had to restrain them 
by force， 


ATTIACKED 


Similarly， in  a 1980 
demonstration in front of the SF 
office of the Taiwan 
8overnment，Tu Chen -- the 
founder of a successful computer 
company in Silicon Valley -- and 
his friends were attacked by 
alleged members of the Wah 
Ching gang. Chen believed the 
gang 3aSSault was prompted by 
KMT agents. 

Also under scrutiny of Taiwan 
agents 1S the Chinese American 
press， In a_ recent multi-million- 
dollar 1libel case against the 
small "Taiwan Tribune” in the 
federal district court in West 
Virginia，3a confidential 开 MT 
memo，introduced as evidence by 
the defendant，represented by 
former US Attorney General 
Ramsey Clark, revealed that just 
after Henry Liu was murdered， 
top KMT officials met to plan a 
crackdown on opposition 
newSspapers. 

"We came to know of this 
memo that the Taiwan Garrison 
Command，which is their central 
police authority，had produced 
which in effect encouraged 
DiVatcsuits LitOasilence 
opposition newspapers,” Sald 
Clark. 

The paper eventually won the 
case.， But at least two opposition 
papers in Taiwan have been 
convicted recently. 


REAGAN CRITICIZED 


President Ronald Reagan's 
handling of the Liu case also 
came under Sharp criticism 1n 
the documentary. He ， was 
accused of remaining Silent 00 
teoacaseneevenaftteri thec 
conviction Of five persons 
involved in the murder. 

"IT think Chinese Americans 
have to feel that this president 
doesn't give a damn about our 
civil rights,”said Henry Der， 
executive director .of Chinese for 
Affirmative Action。 Asked why 
he decided to Speak out，he said， 
"Am ITI going to be victim of 
Some kind of terrorlist or 
criminal act by whoever was 
reSponsible for the murder of 
Henry Liu? Becatse I had that 
moment of fear，that"s exactly 
the moment that we have to 
Speak out. Because when we 
don'"t Speak out then these acts 
of terrorism and violence and 
murder will happen again and 
again and again.” 


"There's no question that it is 
3a political assassination and an 
act of international terrorism," 
said Prof. Ling-chi Wang of the 
Univwessity OfanCalifornia 
Berkeley. "If Libya or Nica- 
ragua had Sent Somebody over 
here to kill an American citizen， 
I could see ouUr Marines landing 
ImtnOSce coOUITUCICSREaLIOS 
immediately."” 

"Henry Liu was killed to 
punish him for writing this 
book,， to _ Silence him from 
continuling his work，and then a 
third reason was to Scare other 
people. US Sovereignty was 
invaded and violated in the most 
brutal way by the Taliwan CIA 
and that'"s outrageous,” Said 


Jerome Garchik，attorney of the 
Liu family. 

However，Richard Allen，an 
ardent Supporter of the Taiwan 
government and former National 
Security Advisor for President 
Reagan, told KQED-TV，"It was 
clearly the act of a lone ranger 
in this case， It seemed to me to 
be an isolated act，and I don't 
believe that it really involved 
any high-level conspiracy.” 

US Representative Stephen 
Solarz of New York，who has 
been one of the most outspoken

China Simplifies 
Visa Procedures

Security last week . 

The announcement，which was

The announcement said although 
Visas are not necessary for short 
trips, those who decide to return to 
China for permanent stay should 
still go _ through application Pro- 
cedures at Chinese consulates.

Young Newcomers

SAN FRANCISCO - To most 
ethnic Chinese parents，the best 
caretaker of their children 
during Summer vacation 1s the 
one who makes kids behave 
while learning，Says Vincent 34. 
Chao，Head :Teacher “of Jean- 
Parker School Summer Program. 

This program is one of 14 in 
SF this Summer. Located at the 
entrance 0f Chinatown，near 
Broadway tunnel，Jean Parker 
attracts the highest percentage 
of ethnic Chinese students ln the 
School district: 90 percent of its 
330 total enrollment are of 
Chinese ancestry， and mostly are 
from new immigrant families in 
Chinatown. 

To these youngsterSsS，however， 
Summer School ls a place to 
continue learning and Practicing 
English，while having fun with 
other kids. 

"Because most of them are 
living in non-English-speakin8g 
environments， they tend :to 


forget what they have learned in 


English after the Jong vacation 
without summer Schools,” Salid 
Chao，who had been tecaching 
ESL programs and bilingual 
courses at George Washington 
High School before he came to 
head this program， 

"They make more mistakes in 
verbal practices,”according to 
Heline Winkler，who teaches 
grade five. "But when I write 
the Sentences down on the 
blackboard，most of them are 
able to point out where those 
mistakes are." She explained 
that her students actually know 
more than they can express，and 
what they need is more drilling. 

In alittle wran8gle between two0 
boys about seven years 01d4，one 
could see how hard these young- 
sters are Struggling with their 
language barrier at School -- 
probably as hard as their 
parents are at woOrkK. 

Each of them had to be fluent 
in English to give his side of the 
story to an English-speakin8g 
teacher.

Simpson bill as "clearly more 
dangerous than the 1last two 
VeTSio0nS,” 

Accordin8g to the newsletter， 
the latest 1mmigration bill 
js more represSsive because of the 
following provisions: 

- It proposes more lenient 
penaljlties against employers who 
violate employer sanctions， 
therefore making it ineffective 
3aS 3 dceterrent to hiring undocu- 
mented workers. 

- JIts legalization provision 
for undocumented aliens is So 
weak that few take advantage 
DfRSita Theubill alliowsthe 
granting of temporary status to 
those who arrived before Jan， 1， 
1980. After three years of 
temporary StatuSs，3a perSson may 
apply for permanent status，but 
must also Satisfy requirements 
of minimum knowledge of Eng- 
lish，US government，and US 
history， 

Meariwhile，they are not 
entitled to any public benefits. 
The whole legalization provision 
would be delayed until a Presi- 
dential Commission verifies that 
employer Sanctions has been 
effective as a deterrent to illegal 
immigratjion， This could mean 
indefinite postponement. 

- Ihe bill has an expanded 
temporary workers program for 
agriculture，aimed at under- 
mininmg union organizing efforts 
among farmworkers. 

-~ It has increased enforcement 
andanstiftterrpenakties ETOF 
harboring undocumented aliens. 


SUMMARY 


In Sum、the bill would result in 

morce discrimination against 
immigrants and minorities; 
prevent the legalization of 
mlillions of undocumented 
workers，maintain the immi- 
grants in a position of second 
class Status and maintain 
immigrants asS a pool of ex- 
ploitable labor，prevented from 
unlonlzing themselves.

On Exhibit in Santa Monica 


BEBAST/WEST-9 


"Sound Drop,"”a public art installation by Carl 
Cheng, at Santa Monica Place, is one of a_ series 
of ongoing projects and experiments by Cheng，and 
was produced by his Johbhn Doe Company，which relate 
to the use of water phenomena in conjunction with 
light and visual experience. 


Specifically，"Sound Drop”makes use of the 
Center Court pool as well as the yertical Space of 
Santa Monica Place. Water is pumped from the pool 
to the height of 60 feet and allowed to drop and 
run off of a series of lightweight discs of 
yarying diameters until it drips back into the 
pool. The yolume of pumped water affects the 
sounds that are produced. The ovyerall sound gene- 
rated by the dripping will provide a constant soft 
patter (called "white noise") 


The viewer can take an active part in this art 
installation by way of actiyating a button on the 
obseryation deck to release large drops of water 
that fall 60 feet directly into the center of the 
pool. The lighPhtweight roof discs provide a 
transparent view of small water drop formations as 
they run to the lower edge of each level， 


"Sound Drop"” is funded primarily by a grant from 
The Rouse Company's Art in the Marketplace 
program、 Additional funds for this project hayve 
come from USC Atelier and Santa Monica Place 
Merchants Association.。

"We came to realize that the 
young'Ss _ knowledge of one or 
more Chinese _ dialects is of 
tremendous help in bridging the 
generation gap. So，we just did 
a_natural pairing off. Now，in 
order to communicate well with 
them，we'll just struggle through 
with the help of our bilingual 
Staff.” 

Does the tradition，common in 
Asian cultures，of looking after 
the _ elderly's welfare facilitate 
the recruitment and training of 
more volunteers for this- Social- 
oriented program2?

"The 
theory of it has not always held 
true in practice，especially in an 
American setting. 工 he presSSUres 
of earning a living upon arrival 
in this country create ad- 
justment problems for household 
members. 

"Relatives also find themselves 
scattered in different cities. 
Relatives of many of the elderly 
are left behind in the old 
country，and So here，they have 
no one to realliy look after their 
needs. Many -youngsters also 
grow Up without a grandparent 
in the household，and So find 
themselves ill-equipped in taking 
care Of an elderly who's not 
even of their Own family.…” 

To participate in this inter- 
generational program，about 45 
Students at a time are recrulted 
from hligh Schools with a heavy 
concentration of immigrants 
Such as Galileo and McAteer. 
During the program'"s duration， 
cach=a(atsitiaecs aeDakcjug 
assigned 3 Senior citizen to take 
care 0f. 

"Many are encouraged to join 


by their friends who have 
participated and enjoyed the

"Each Student volunteer is 
committed to help out for a 
Semester Or 3a Summer vacation 
period，but a good number get 
hooked and come back the next 
time to help train new vo- 
lunteers,” said Miglioli. For 
their efforts based on what they 
do and their weekly reports， 
student participants receive 
School credits in social studies. 
"Volunteers perform weekly or
